WRECKAGE ALONG PRAYA. 

At eleven o’clock the Praya was 
unrecognisable. Wrecksge was 
ying..up to the pavement and.de- 
bris was being swept along the 
road, Fortunately the ‘tide 
during this-typhoon was not as 
high as: that in those of 
the preceding weeks otherwise 
more damage would have been 
done. The strength of the wind 
maybe gauged from the sight 
along the sea-wall where the crests 
of the waves were black with mud 
which had been stirred up from the 
bottom.
